When Dr. Silver declared that many Zionists considered the Jewish Agency 
partition proposal an “error in judgment” carried out in an “unfortunate way,”

And last year’s sum was out- 
standing in its size. Miami, first community to 
conduct its drive and ordinarily a barometer 
for the rest of the country, will have to con- 
sider if it can afford to undertake an increased 
allocation for UJA above that of last year. 
Federation must keep face with its contributors 
who were told that last year’s giving would 
establish no precedent.

1. Partition Is the Death-Blow to Zionism 


Let the truth be known. The Zionist leadership has 
not dealt frankly with the rank and file. There has 
been no discussion of the issues involved. 

Always in the past we have been confronted with 
an accomplished fact. ... Always it has been a re- 
treat. . . . But in partition it will be the final retreat 
to the surrender and annihilation of Zionism. 

In 1917 Zionists had in their grasp the definite 
pledge for a Jewish State. It was watered down for 
an ambiguous phrase about establishing the Na- 
tional Home. 

In 1922 the Zionist leadership agreed to an admin- 
istrative division by the Mandatory of their National 
Home into Eastern and Western Palestine. Now they 
have meekly acquiesced to the transformation of 
Eastern Palestine into the puppet Arab state of 
Transjordania, thus cutting off 35,000 square miles 
of the original 45,000 square miles promised to the 
Jewish people. 

Today the Zionist leadership is ready to settle for 
a small fraction of the remainder for a phantom 
alleged to be a Jewish State. a 

Despite the expressed wish of the overwhelming 
number of the delegates to the recent American 
Zionist Convention, the majority of our representa- 
tives to the Worlg Congress are prepared to vote for 
the further dissection of already dismembered Pal- 
estine ... to accept a token Jewish State without 
territory, without population, without even the self- 
respect which inhere in the self-consciousness of 
freedom. Send a cable to the American delegation 
in Basle, Switzerland, reminding them of their ob- 
ligation to the Convention. 


What Are the Arguments for Partition? 


We will have a Jewish State. True, a small one, 
but at least it will be a sovereign nation.” 

The Morrison-Grady proposals do not even give us 
that. The so-called Jewish State will have no control 
over immigration, internal development and trade 
policies. The final word will rest with the British 
Administration. 


But even if full sovereignty was granted, see what 
we must give up in return. We formally surrender 
the ancient patrimony of our people in an ample do- 
main adequate for a future powerful and numerous 
nation. Even during the two thousand years of dis- 
persion and oppression, the iron determination of 
our people never once succumbed to the enticement 
of surrender. In the place of proud nationhood we 
voluntarily acquiesce to a perpetual ghetto, choked 
in by the Arab people. Forty-five thousand square 
miles offer infinite possibilities for a vigorous and 
enterprising people as are the Jews. In two or three 
centuries we will number forty or fifty million souls, 
A partitioned Palestine must be a ghetto Palestine, 
depending upon the philanthropy of the Diaspora, or 
it will submerge into the hateful status of the old 
European Pale. 

“A partitioned Palestine is only the beginning. 
After we crowd in, we will stretch our for elbow- 
room.” 

How alluring are the soothing phrases of defeat- 
ism? Have we so so soon forgotten the conse- 
quences of the lebensraum technique? Shall Jews, 
of all people, resort to that subterfuge? Once par- 
tition is agreed to, and the treaties are signed, 
sealed and delivered by responsible Jewish repre- 
sentatives, only another World War will upset the 
boundaries set forth in the treaties. So unstable is 
the world’s equilibrium that a disturbance in Pales- 
tine will react as once did a similar disturbance in 
the Danzig Corridor. We Jews, the greatest sufferers 
of the Second World War, will be stigmatized as be- 
ing the cause of another World War. We cannot af- 
ford to sign a contract which in our hearts we se- 
cretly hope to break. 

“It is either partition or nothing. There is no other 
way out.” 

Yes, so speak the old Zionist leaders who have 
learned nothing and forgotten nothing for the past 
thirty years. Because the bureaucracy has sealed it- 
self off against new ideas, it imagines that the world, 
too, has stood still. 

The Progressive Zionist District, No. 95, Z.O.A., 
has for the past year been advocating a concrete, 
constructivé. program for the establishment of the 
Jewish Republic of Palestine and the organization of 
its Provisional Government.

estine Underground heroes whose struggle for free- 
dom has won the admiration of the world... let 
them respond to this call for action. 


We ,the plain people ... we the simple Jews who 
are tailors and business men and professionals and 
intellectuals .... we the plain, simple Jews will issue 
the call for this historic Jewish World Convention 
which will unfurl the banner of the Jewish Repub- 
lic of Palestine. 


What will the Provisional Government do? ... By 
a great heroic, symbolic act which all the world will 
applaud and understand, the sacred banner of the 
Jewish Republic will be raised in Eretz Yisroel. The 
Provisional Government may be driven into exile; 
but it will be the Government of a noble people... 
the living embodiment of its unconquerable determi- 
nation to survive .,.and of its readiness to die in 
the cause of freedom and equality. 


Once the Jewish Republic of Palestine is pro- 
claimed, its Provisional Government established, and 
a substantial part of the Jewish people in the Yishuv 
and in the Diaspora rally to its support, the entire 
aspect of the Jewish struggle undergoes a: profound 
transformation. 


The Jewish Republic then will have succeeded in 
establishing its de facto existence. Even if the gov- 
ernment functions temporarily outside of the terri- 
tory over which it claims jurisdiction, its moral in- 
influence upon the world will be enormous. ... The 
Underground fighters then become its armed sol- 
diers entitled to many rights under the Geneva Con- 
vention. ... Their acts can no longer be covered by 
the enemy with the opprobrium of terrorism, 


Great Britain may not recognize these rights. But 
tens of millions of people throughout the world will 
insist that our heroes in the struggle for Jewish 
freedom must be accorded the honors due to men 
of war. They can no longer be treated as criminals, 
as terrorists. Every act intended to weaken the for- 
eign oppressor, regrettable as the inevitable loss of 
life and destruction of property may be—and we 
Jews abhor with all the intensity of ageless religious 
conviction the shedding of human blood—every such 
act is justified during the course of the struggle 
for independence. 


3. Obtaining De Jure Recognition 


Who will recognize the Provisional Government? 
. . . First and foremost—the Jewish people them- 
selves! Oh, how the spirit. of our people will be up- 
lifted when their eyes behold the glory of the Lord’s 
Fulfillment! 


The first task for us will be to help win American 
recognition for the Jewish Republic. It is easier, far 
easier, for Washington to extend de jure recognition 
to the Jewish Republic—an act wholly within the 
sovereign power—than for Congress to adopt in- 
nocuous resolutions in premises where London alone 
is the supreme authority. ... Granting de jure recog- 
nition to the Jewish Republic is not a defiance of 
Britain. The United States, too, has certain funda- 
mental rights under the Convention of 1924... . 
Among them is to determine when the Jewish peo- 
ple has reached political maturity in its National 
Home sufficient to assert the rights and assume the 
responsibilities of sovereignty. 


From a practical standpoint, our best hope for 
speedy de jure recognition is pressure on Washing- 
ton. We have behind us the overwhelming support 
of the American people. Time and again Congress 
and the several State Legislatures have thrown 
their strength behind the Zionist cause. . . . Only 
now we will be acting in mature political fashion. 
Our telegrams, resolutions, demonstrations, meet- 
ings, all will have a definite, realizable political ob-

WITHOUT IN THE LEAST committing myself to political views 
of Joseph Baratz—political, not social—I want to tell my readers 
again how much I like him. Baratz is one of the founders of the 
first collective farm in Palestine, Dagania, Dagania was founded 
before the outbreak of the First World War and served as a pattern 
for many others which were founded after that war was over. 

Baratz still lives on that farm, tilling its soil and taking oc- 
casional leaves to stir up Jews in other countries. He has seven 
thildren and several grandchildren and he likes to report that there 
are more coming (grandchildren, not children.) 

He loves children and children love him. And so do adults. 
Nothing attracted me to him as much as the letters he showed me 
from children in his care. That was some seven years ago, in 
Toronto, where he came on one of his tours. It was the time of 
the large influx of German Jewish children of the Youth Aliyah. 

I RECALL a letter in good Hebrew from a boy of about eleven 
who had been in Palestine for less than two years, in Dagania, under 
the care of Baratz and his associates. The boy addressed Baratz as 
"‘Joseph,” told him all his problems, consulted him. That letter was 
to me the best proof of Baratz’s fine qualities as a man. 

Baratz—at this late age—served in the war and wore a uniform. 
A few weeks ago he came to America for the Gewerkshaften cam- 
paign. Now he flew to Basle, but he is coming back. I had two 
talks with him. On the Zionist politics I disagree with him. But 
any consideration given Baratz and his cause by the readers of The 
Jewish Post will be greatly appreciated by your columnist. 

ALSO REPRESENTING Labor Zionism in this country is Rivka 
Yoffe, an emissary from the Women’s council (Moatzath Hapoaloth) 
of the Histadrut to the Pioneer Women of America. When these 
lines reach you she will probably be touring the country. She, too, 
served in the Army, and if you come across her picture in a publicity 
blurb, it will probably be in uniform. But she looks quite well in 
tivvies, too. She is vivacious, bright, human, has pleasing manners. 
Ithink she is not quite at her best when making a formal address. 
If you want to get the best out of her, try to make her feel at her 
ease. hat is all I have to say about Rivka, after one hour’s chat 
and two or three casual encounters. The rest you can find in the 
publicity blurbs, and that, as the Yiddish saying goes, is not my 
grandmother’s goat.

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Zionism Wickedly Reactionary, Says Lewis Browne

: HARTFORD, Conn.—‘“Zionism is an aspirin, not a cure. Zion- 


ism is a wickedly bitter reactionary movement and the terrorist of 
Palestine is like a Hitlerite turned inside out,” Lewis Browne, writer 
and lecturer, told 250 persons at a University of Connecticut 
convocation. 


“The Jews will in time disappear as a group in the process 
whereby we go away from provincialism and particularism and go 
jnto universalism,” he said. “If you want to keep them alive in 
a group forever, persecute them.” He said that Jews become more 
orthodox when persecuted. “Let their environment be friendly 
and the Jews as a group will disappear.” 


Mr. Browne went on to say that Jews have “been living in 
‘urban areas so long that all the virtues and vices of the city 
are attributed to them.” Jews are not thought of as Jews for 
religious reasons, he said, citing Einstein, who believes in Spinoza; 
Marx and Trotsky neither of whom believed in the Jewish re- 
ligon, but were nontheless considered Jews. He further stated 
that there is no such thing as a racial Jew because there are 
black and yellow Jews as well as white. 


Characterizing the Jews as a socio-economic caste ,he explained 
how they had been an agricultural people in medieval times; how 
they were forbidden to own land and forced to move into cities 
and live in ghettos. They were snot permitted membership in 
eraft guilds and had to turn to money lending for a livelihood. 


Thus the Jew became an urban creature, he said. Mr. Browne 
added that 99 per cent of all the Jews in the world lived in urban 
areas and even in the United States where fifty per cent of the 
population is urgan, eighty per cent of the Jews live in cities. 


He said that in Connecticut with a ten per cent Jewish popu- 
lation, twenty per cent of the college students were Jewish.

Beni Israel—The Brown Jews 

ENI ISRAEL, a tribe of dark-skinnned Jews in 
B present-day British India, have puzzled his- 
torians for years with their strange customs ana 
their mysterious origin. Of India’s 25,000 Jews more 





than half are Beni Israel who have lived in coastal 
settlements near Rangoon, Calcutta and Malabar 
for over two thousand years. 

To explain their presence historians have advanced 
several theories; among others, the ever occurring 
legend of the Lost Ten Tribes, and the more plausi- 
ble conjecture that they are the descendants of ref- 
ugees from the persecution of Antiochus Epiphanus 
of the second century B. C. 

Despite their dark complexion .and their primi- 
tive religious traditions, which can be _ identified 
with Judaism only with difficulty, they claim to be 
racially pure, a contention which finds some sup- 
port in the circumstances. They have been con- 
sidered untouchables by the Hindus and therefore 
undesirable for intermarriage. 

In recent times, because of outside influences, the 
Beni Israei have made their religious practices con- 
form to the Sephardic ritual.

EOPLE who revere Rem- 

.brandt as the consummate 
artist and man of genius always 
seize eagerly upon any new pub- 
lication about him. They will not 
be disappointed when they read 
this present volume, for it con- 
stitutes an interesting chapter 
on the life and work of the mas- 
ter painter, a chapter which is 
usually treated as incidental in 
art histories. 

Dr, Landsberger, former pro- 
fessor of art at the University of 
Breslau, and curator of the Jew- 
ish museum in Berlin, and now 
on the faculty of the Hebrew Un- 
ion College, brings to this book 
the same meticulous  scholar- 
ship which we found in his re- 
cently published “History of Jew- 
ish Art.” The material has been 
carefully compiled and no detail 
overlooked. 


THE BOOK BEGINS with a 
brief sketch of Rembrandt’s trou- 
bled life, and of the equivocal 
status of the Jews in Holland in 
ithe seventeenth century. The 
|following chapters deal in turn 
with Rembrandt’s portraits of 
Jews, his etchings of the scenes 
‘of Jewish daily life, and his nvu- 
|/merous paintings, etchings and 
drawings of scenes from the Bi- 
|ble. The effect of the book is to 
jconfirm what we already know

.Comment on the book would 


end at this point were it not for 
the author’s own foreword. We 
quote it here in part.: 


It has often proved a comfort 
to me, in this era of European 
Jewish tragedy, to dwell upon 
the life and work of Rem- 
brandt. Here was a man of 
Germanic ancestry who did not 
regard the Jews in the Holland 
of his day as a ‘misfortune,’ 
but approached them with 
friendly sentiments, dwelt in 
their midst, and portrayed their 
personalities and ways of life. 
Rembrandt, moreover, regard- 
ed the Bible as the greatest 
Book in the world and held it 
in reverent affection all of his 
life, in affluence and poverty, 
in success and failure. He 
never wearied in his devotion 
to Biblical themes as subjects 
for his paintings and other 
graphic representations, and in 
these portrayals he was the first 
to have the courage to use the 
Jews of his environment as 
models for the heroes of the 
sacred narratives. 


“I have frequently referred 
to these remarkable facts in 
lectures delivered in Germany 
and later in America, and have 
felt it incumbent upon me to 
convey to others the solace I 
experienced in their contempla- 
tion, I desired, also, to furnish 
my co-religionists with an un- 
derstanding- of what Rem 
‘wands had done for them, and 
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to bring to them a recognition 

of their debt to his art so wide 

in scope and rich in spirit. 

A TRAGIC LACK of Jewish 
self respect is indicated by draw- 
ing comfort from the fact that 
a great genius such as Rembrandt 
did not regard Jews as a misfor- 
tune. True, he lived in the Jewish 
quarter in Amsterdam, but partly 
because his financial circumstan- 
ces were chaotic to say the least, 
and partly because he derived sat- 
isfaction from deliberately flaunt- 
ing conventions. He painted 
Jews not only on commission, but 
also through choice because their 
mobile faces provided more va- 
ried emotional material than the 
placid, stolid Hollander. He was 
devoted to Biblical themes, but it 
must be remembered that this 
was the era of the Protestant Re- 
formation, when people had a 
newly awakened interest in the 
Bible, the New and Old Testa- 
ments alike. 

No, rather than have Jews rec- 
ognize any profound or special 
debt to Rembrandt, we would 
have preferred the author to give 
us some proof that Rembrandt 
ever acknowledged his debt to the 
Jews. Actually the author tells 
us in all frankness: “Everything 
we know of him. . . suggests 
that he was a friend of the Jews, 
although this conclusion is based 
upon conjecture and not upon 
any available evidence.” 

REMBRANDT -KNEW the 
characters of the Hebrew alpha- 
bet, for he executed them accu- 
rately and probably enjoyed their 
graceful lines. His physician was 
a Jewish neighbor, Dr. Ephraim 
Bonus, whose portrait he painted. 
There remains also an etching 
of a portrait of Rabbi Manasseh 
Ben Israel; we have no evidence 
that the two great personalities 
had any affinity for each other. 
Actually Manasseh Ben Israel 
asked Rembrandt to prepare il- 
justrations for one of his books, 
and the illustrations submitted 
were rejected in favor of those 
by another artist. Except for 
these two, we have no names of 
the 37 other portraits of Jews 
that have come down to us. Those 
were therefore studies made of 
the Jewish type, not out of any 
attraction necessarily to individ- 
ual Jews. This in no way belit- 
tles the greatness of the por- 
traits, nor the understanding and 
sympthy with which he treated 
his subjects, but the fact that a 
great artist painted faces that 
challenged him hardly constitutes 
a debt we owe him. 

That Rembrandt used Jews as 
models for Biblical scenes proves 
his courage and originality as a 
painter; he was the first artist 
who dared not to idealize the fig- 
ures in the Bible, but to make 
them as they may have looked 
in Biblical days. It may have 
struck his fancy to employ a de- 
scendant of Moses to pose for a 
painting of Moses. But a schem- 
ing, diavolical David (Fig. 66) 
and a repulsive Adam and Eve 
(Fig. 42) could not very well be 
used as illustrations of ADL lit- 
erature. 

We cannot begrudge the schol- 
ar the consolation he finds in his 
work. But the Jew in the face of 
age-old tragedy needs not his 
picture faithfully painted by a 
great artist but justice, equality, 
and security.

T IS brought to me that there is going on an 

evangelistic movement, you might call it, 

to bring Jewish religion to the Jews. Like the 

circuit riders of Christian tradition in the US., 

rabbis are traveling from town to town carry- 
ing the old faith in Reform garments. 

It’s called a cavalcade, which is a fancy ti- 
tle for “revival,” a term much to be preferred. 
The Union of American Hebrew Congregations 
is running it. I am told that Jews all around 
the country are welcoming this revival of a 
Judaism that has to do with God and with the 
way for Jews to live in 
a social world. 

I have no confidential 
connection with the Di- 
vine Mind but it is fair 
for me to guess that God 
is rejoicing, too, over this 
hopeful manifestation 
among the children of Is- 
rael. 

As I have no reason to 
believe there has been considerable distress up 
in Heaven about the way Jews have been going 
in many strange directions of being Jewish. It 
is recalled there that it was Abraham’s vision 
that discovered God. ; 

It was the Jews who stood at Sinai and there 
received the teaching for personal behavior 
in the Ten Commandments and the _ social 
teaching that you can find in the Torah, 

It was the Jewish prophets who preached the 
social way to live. (“What doth the Lord thy 
God require of theee but to deal justly and to 
walk humbly ... Have we not all one Father, 
hath not one God created us?” 

* or * 

SO ON THE HEAVENLY LEVEL there has 
been no little distressful puzzlement about the 
way the current Jews have been going. They 
have been going far from the spiritual concept 
of being Jewish. Jewish religion has become 
minor among Jewish activities. 

It comes to me—though if you asked me how 
it comes to me I couldn’t tell you—it comes to 
me only recently there was discourse about the 
whole matter on the top level of the angelic 
host—Gabriel, Daniel and Uriel. Daniel started 
it by asking What’s a Jew? Gabriel repeated 
that the concept of what’s a Jew has been 
getting to be horribly confused lately. 

“Of course,” said Uriel, “I’d say that being a 
Jew must now and forever be the same thing 
it has always been in times before. To be a 
Jew is to walk as a man whose feet are on 
the earth and whose head is as high as God. 
A Jew is a man who carries his spiritual teach- 
ing aS an everlasting burden; it disciplines the 
way of life.” 

“Precisely!” Daniel exclaimed. “But, look, 
that is n’t the way of Jews in these times.” He 
was pointing to the Jewish scene on earth. 

Gabriel, Daniel and Uriel beheld Jews run- 
ning around in circles and getting nowhere at 
all. They heard Jews in angry controversy over 
politics. There was the spectacle of Jews fur- 
tively planning bomts to settle a Jewish prob- 

lem. The sole preoccupation of some Jews was 





fighting anti-Semites. The anti-Semites seemed 
(to Gabriel, Daniel and Uriel) no more than 
flies in a garbage can but these Jews were 
fighting them furiously. There was a trium- 
phant shout from one of them: “I almost 
caught up with one of the flies. His name is 
Gerald Smith.” 

Gabriel, Daniel meditated upon the confusion. 

“Where,” asked Gabriel, “is a Jew whose head 
is as high as God?” 

“Where,” asked Daniel, “is a Jew who un 
derstands the spiritual and ethical endowment 
of being a Jew?” 

“Where,’ ’asked Uriel,” is a Jew who is serv- 
ing at the altar rather than making a speech 
in the forum?” 

Yet there were a lot of little people, not at 
al conspicuous, who were waiking along in the 
quiet ways like the way in which God walked 
in the cool of the evening. They had no speech- 
es to give out, execpt what their hearts spoke. 

Their hearts were saying what the prophet 
said about the duty of man to deal justly and 
to walk humbly. They were going humbly 
with other kinds of people who were going on 
their way toward the brotherhoog. Their way 
of being Jewish was in the brotherhood of man: 
they knew there can be no brotherhood where 
the brothers set themselves apart in separate 
exclusive companies. They knew that there 
can be no Salvation of Jews that was a sep- 
arate one from the salvation of mankind. 
Among them walked the prophet who had 
spoken about the people being all God’s chil- 
dren together,

GABRIEL, DANIEL and Uriel discovered 
these Jews amid the confusion of Jewry and 
they could rejoice as at a saving remnant and 
ran to God with the tidings. 

It’s no wonder that the rabbinical mission- 
aries have been welcomed by Jews in all cities. 
The Jews who never ascend to the speakers’ 
tables are sick and tired of the brawl in Is- 
rael. They are grateful to be led into the spirit 
ual ways of Judaism where there is peace of 
mind and a return to the lofty place where a 
man’s head is as high as God. 

I congratulate the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations on th® success of its re 
vival, which has long been needed in American 
Jewry. I am not sure, though, that they can 
convert to the spirituality of 
politicians in Israel. 

Some of them love

um. The Judaism that religiously and 
humbly with God is so quiet. It doesn’t call for 
speeches, except those which a man’s consci 
ence addresses to him. It’s the way to peace of 
mind and it’s no way for political extroverts. 

To all communities to which the Jewish re 
vival may be coming, I commend they give it 
such a welcome as they certainly would give to 
the Jewish teaching if they stood at Sinai wait 
ing for the tablets.

Beside all the spinning games 
with a dreidle, you may hide the 
dreidle while one person goes 
out of the room. When he returns, 
you guide him to it with the soft 
and loud singing of “Rock of 
Ages.” 


Ten Questions 

One person thinks of a person 
or object, such as Hannah, the 
eighth Chanukkah candle, Judah 
Maccabeus, Antiochus, latkes, or 
anything else connected with the 
holiday or with Jewish history. 
Each person takes a turn asking 
a question’ which may be an- 
swered only with the words 
“yes” or “no”. They keep asking 
until they narrow the _ search 
down to the correct name or ob- 
ject. 


Hannah Says: King Says 
Any number of players may 
take part. One person gives or- 
ders beginning each with “Han- 
nah says,” or “The King says.” 
If the order begins with “Hannah 
says” it must be obeyed. But if 
it begins with “The King says,” 
it must be ignored. Anyone who 
makes the slightest move to obey 
the King is out of the game. The 
last one in the game becomes the 
one to give orders. You may 
change the rules so that, if after 
two minutes, everyone has care- 
fully obeyed Hannah and diso- 
beyed the King, the leader loses 
his place and someone else gives 
orders. Or you may decide that 
the one who unintentionally 
obeys the King immediately be- 
comes the one to issue orders. 


Pinning Tail on Elephant 

This is a variation of pinning 
the tail on the donkey. Draw a 
big elephant on paper with a 
crayon, Pin the elephant on the 
wall. Each guest has a tail with 
a pin in it. One by one, they 
are blindfolded and starting at a 
little distance from the elephant, 
they try to pin the tail on the

For candy baskets, you could 
make double stars of blue tarle- 
tan cloth. Sew them together, 
leaving an opening at the top, 
and fili them with candy. 


* Truth or Consequences 

For you older boys and girls, 
a Chanukkah version of Truth 
or Consequences is fun. Each 
pair of contestants is called up 
to the master of ceremonies and 
asked a question about Chanuk- 
kah. Many of the questions 
should be tricky or unanswerable 
so that there will be many con- 
sequences. If the contestants an- 
swer the questions, they receive 
a favor such as a dreidle or pen- 
ny. But if they cannot answer 
they must take the consequence. 
The master of ceremonies has a 
list of stunts all prepared. 

A favorite way of performing 
consequences is to have the cou- 
ple leave the room, while the 
rest of the group decides upon a 
stunt, such as dancing together, 
Singing a Chanukkah song, ex- 
changing shoes, moving a chair, 
putting’ a flower in a guest’s 
hair, hopping on one foot, or 
whatever their imaginations sug- 
gest. The couple, who do not 
know what they are to do, return 
to the center of the room and be- 
gin moving about. The group 
sings “Rock of Ages” or “Mooz 
Tsur” very softly when they are 
far away and louder and louder 
as they come close to the place 
for performing their stunt. Then 
they try different things while 
the group sings softly or loudly 
as they are “cold” or “hot.” Sur- 
prising as it may seem, the cou- 


minutes in which to make the

They 
may break the toothpicks if they 
wish, At the end of the allotted 
time, all the objects are displayed 
on their paper squares and a 
group of judges select the best 
work of art which receives a 
prize. 


Pass the Candle 


Everyone forms a circle. One 
person plays the piano or victro- 
la or sings a Chanukkah melody. 
While the music is heard, the 
players pass Chanukkah candle 
from hand to hand around the 
circle. When the music stops, the 
person with the candle is out of 
the game. The playing goes on 
until only one person is left. That 
player wins the prize.

T is Chanukah and Christmas again and 
once more the perennial question of Christ- 
mas trees in Jewish homes comes up. More 
and more of my friends have Christmas trees 
for their children, rationalizing that the tree 
is meaningless to them, but it is beautiful and 
makes their children feel like all the other 
children in the neighborhood, elimiates hard- 
to-answer questions, and makes the neighbors 
feel more friendly. 

Now as to the matters of the children’s feel- 
ings and the hard-to-answer questions, these 
mothers and fathers are admitting failure as 
Jewish parents. If they plan to live the rest 
of the year as Gentiles, there might be a reason 
to “hush-hush.” But they will live as Jews, 
whether observant or not, for no ohe will al- 
low them to be anything else. What do they 
gain by making their children feel like Chris- 
tians for one holiday? 

Why don’t they use the energy, and the im- 
agination, and the funds expended for Christ- 
mas, and make Chanukah an outstanding event 
in their children’s calendar? There should be 
family parties and children’s parties, and relig- 
ious school celebrations, with their candle- 
lighting ceremonies, stories, songs, gifts, and 
goodies. If Christmas decorations are beaut}- 
ful—so also are bright decorations of blue and 
gold and white, and the children will take great 
pleasure in cutting out elephants and stars 
and hammers and menorahs out of colored and 


gilt paper to decorate their homes. 

When we come to the matter of impressing 
our gentile neighbors and most particularly our 
children’s playmates with the fact that we are 
worthy of friendliness—we won’t do it by 
copying their symbols. They know it is all 
phony. 


The plan you outlined last year of inviting - 


Gentile playmates to a candle-lighting cere- 
mony, telling them the story, giving them lit- 
tle gifts, and goodies is so much better. They 
know anyway that the Jewish playmate has a 
different belief. Now they have an idea of what 
his holiday is like, and they enjoy it with him. 
If the Jewish child is then invited to a Christ- 
mas party, he can go with the pleasant feel- 
ing of equality on an honest basis. A joyous 
Chanukah to you and all your readers.

| What Foods These Morsels Be

ITH OUR PEOPLE, as with all others, holidays and festive 
occasions celebrated in the home, bring special “foods” to the 
table. Thanksgiving Day tradition means turkey and cranberry 
sauce to Americans here or anywhere else in the world they may 
be on that day of the year. So, Chanukah has acquired its own food 
traditions for Jews the world over. And who’d want to discard 
such delicious things like Grated Potato Pancakes (Latkes!) in all 
their crispy lusciousness? It is good Chanukah tradition to serve 
Latkes with applesauce (or sour cream) during Chanukah Week, so 
invite your friends in and serve them the traditional holiday dish. 
Or, add a Chanukah Candle Salad to your menu. Here are the te 
cipes: 
Chanukah Latkes (Grated Potato Pancakes) 
6 medium potatoes, peeled lo tsp. salt 
and grated 1 grated onion 
2 eggs Shortening or salad oil 
% cup flour for frying 
Squeeze the grated potatoes between the hands to remove ex- 
cess liquid. Add the other ingredients in the order given and mix 
to a smooth consistency. Heat the shortening in a deep frying pan 
and drop the batter with a large spoon, forming flat pan cakes. Fry 
till crisp and brown on underside before turning with a fork or pan- 
cake turner. When brown on both sides, lift out and drain well of 
excess fat. Serve hot with applesauce, cranberry sauce or sour 
cream—or just plain. 
Chanukah Candle Salad No. 1 
Use ripe bananas, cut in half, and place upright on sliced canned 
pineapple nestled in a bed of shredded lettuce.

UDAPEST—Franz Binder continued his career as a prom- 
inent Austrian soccer player after acquittal at a denazificvation 
trial in Vienna of responsibility in the massacre of Jews in the 
Hungarian labor camp at Kiskunhalas, despite the fact that a 
number of Jews formerly imprisoned at another labor camp at 
Sopron Banfalva came forward today with charges of torture 
and murder ordered by Binder at the latter camp. 

The witnesses declared that in Jan., 1945, Binder, who was 
commander of ¢he police at the camp, ordered the torture and 
shooting of 150 Jewish prisoners, and that upon occasion he 
practiced football using Jews instead of balls. Dr. Endre Fodor, 
one of the inmates of the Sopron Banfalva camp, attested to 
witnessing the shootings and said that he was in the burial 
party which interred the victims.

I receive weekly something 
over 300 bulletins from congrega- 
tions throughout the United 
States and Canada, so that even 
if I'm not a good newspaperman, 
T think I can say that I’m an au- 
‘arity on ‘congregational bulle- 
tins. 

Some of the bulletins, are elab- 
orate affairs, printed at no little 
expense, and others are merely 
mimeographed sheets. And the 
amount of money spent on these 
bulletins often has very little re- 
lation to the value in the job 
they are supposed to do. 

Because of the fact that only 
a fraction of the synagogue mem- 
bers attend services, the bulletin 
therefore becomes the sole means 
of contact between these. three- 
times a year Jews and their rab- 
bi. It is with this thought in view 
that I make the following sug- 
gestion: 


Some of the bulletins have arti- 
eles by the rabbis in which he 
talks straight from the shoulder, 
without becoming merely a week- 
ly critic or expounder of morals. 
Often the rabbi gives his views 
on controversies of the moment, 


often he makes_ suggestions, 
sometimes he gives the congrega- 
tion “hell”. But always what he 
says is read, I do not doubt, by 
all the members. 


I know® from membership in 
other or ganizations and, of 
course, in a congregation, that 
the bulletins, because they are all 
about friends and acquaintances, 
are among the best-read publica- 
tions. Therefore the rabbi who 
doesn’t use his bulletin as fully 
as possible is overlooking one of 
his best weapons. 

Incidentally I would like to ask 
any rabbi who is not now send- 
ing me his bulletin to please do 
‘so. IT promise him that I'll read 
it faithfully and thoroughly week 
after week.

I had a short chat with Rabbi 
Albert Gordon, new director of 
the United Synagogue, the posi- 
tion in the Conservative Jewish 
Group that corresponds to that 
held by Rabbi Maurice Eisen- 
drath with the Reform group.

Rabbi Gordon believes that rab- 
bis in the larger communities will 
have to take on areas which they 
will minister to, so that the Jews 
in the small communities wiil not 
be altogether cut off from rab- 
binical leadership and direction.

Your Attitude Towards The $170,000,000 Goal 


HE BEST SERVICE The Post can perform 

at this point in connection with the cur- 

rent (and tremendous) discussion over the 

United Jewish Appeal’s $170,000,000 goal, is to 

reprint the following excerpt from the speech 

Robert Nathan delivered to the Atlantic City 

conference. Mr. Nathan is the well-known 
economist. 

The reception the Jewish community has 
been giving the announcement of the 1947 goal 
has been most unfortunate. No one doubts 
that the money is needed. Therefore, to ques- 
tion the wisdom of the U.J.A. leaders or to pre- 
judge the ability of U. S. Jewry to give that 
much is distinctly harmful. 

There is‘ only one helpful attitude. Let us 
try to reach the goal. A negative psychology 
will ruin tHe U.J.A.’s chances even before the 
first local drive is held. If the goal is not to 
be reached, then that is unfortunate, but let 
no one give any aid whatsoever to anything that 
will not give the U.J.A. ful opportunity to do 
the job it has set out to do. 

Here are the excerpts from Mr. Nathan’s 
talk: 

Perhaps the most meaningful and realistic 
measure of the capacity of a community to 
make contributions for charitable purposes is 
its volume of current savings. In other words, 
one might state that the funds which individ- 
uals save out of current income represent the 
major source from which charitable contribu- 
tions can be made. This assumes that generally 
welfare contributions will not bring a curtail- 
ment in current expenditures of the contribu- 
tors, that there will be no self denial in con- 
sumption, but that contributions will be made 
out of funds which would otherwise be saved. 

If we accept the ratio of the UJA contribu- 
tions of $15,000,000 in 1939 to the best estimate 
one can make‘of current savings of the Jewish 
community in 1939 and then apply that same 
ratio to estimated savings in 1946, the goal this 
year would have been about $85,000,000. In 
other words,-if the Jews in America had been 
asked to contribute in 1946 only the same per- 
centage of their savings as they contributed in 
1939, the 1945 goal would have been $85,000,000 
or only 15 per cent below what it actually was. 
This seems to me a rather startling fact, espec- 
ially in view of the widespread feeling that the 
goal for 1946 was an unprecedently huge one. 

Actually, as the volume of savings rises, and 
there certainly was a phenomenal and unprece- 
dented increase from 1939 to date for the en- 
tire community, the ratio of charitable con- 
tributions might also be expected to rise. There- 
fore, we must conclude that the 1946 goal was 
not a more burdensome one than that of 1939. 
It was a reasonable goal on the basis of past 
relationships. ° 

It is interesting to observe that during the 
intervening years between 1939 and 1946, the 
goals were abnormally low and that the Jewish 
community was not requested to make contri- 
butions anywhere near its true capacity to give. 
You may be rather startled to realize that if 
the 1939 ratio of the UJA quota to current 
savings had been the basis of the goal in each 
ensuing year, the actual contributions in those 
intervening years would haye been $280,000,000 


more than was actually collected during that 
period. Put another way, if in the six years, 
1940 to 1945 inclusive, the goals had been based 
on the 1939 experience, these goals would have 
totaled about $400,000,000 instead of the about 
$120,000,000 which were actually collected, 

The above observations offer the basis for 
two rather significant conclusions. First of all, 
the Jewish people were not called upon to make 
contributions in relation to their increasing ca- 
pacity for many years, and, therefore, when 
the 1946 goal was set at $100,000,000 it seemed 
to be an extremely large and ambitious one. 
Having been faced with very modest objectives 
in the years immediately preceding 1946 rela- 
tive to pre-war goals, the community was not 
prepared to face the 1946 goal with the view 
that it was a reasonable one. Secondly, in view 
of the very modest objectives during those 
years, one might say that there has been accu- 
mulated a capacity which could support un- 
usually large goals for some period of time. 
Thus, there would appear to be some justifica- 
tion for enlarging the objectives even beyond 
the pre-war relationships, especially when the 
magnitude and urgency of the needs are con- 
sidered. 

My organization in Washington which is en- 
gaged in economic consulting work is now 
bringing to completion an economic survey 
for the UJA which has as its purpose the as. 
sembly and analysis of data to assist the offi- 
cials of the UJA in setting goals among the 
different communities in relation to each other 
and these data can then be used along with 
other non-economic data and observations in 
the proper allocation of the national goal 
among the various communities. 

It was not the purpose of this survey to pro- 
vide data for absolute goals. The study will 
not yield a simple statistical figure or formula 
which indicates what can or should be con- 
tributed nationally, but it will provide useful 
data in the capacities of communities in relation 
to each other. Nevertheless, there are some 
observations arising out of this study which 
may be of some interest to you in your present 
deliberations, 

We believe that the UJA goal for 1946 was 
equal to about 6 per cent of the aggregate sav- 
ings of the Jewish community in the preceding 
year. Even this seems to be a relatively small 
percentage. Yet, if one takes account of the 
tax picture and analyses the deduction allow- 
ance by the government for charitable contrib- 
utions in tax computations it appears to us 
that the 1946 UJA contributions actually rep- 
resented a drain of only about 2 per cent of 
the total of current savings of those who con- 
tributed. Tax rates were high in 1946 and 
therefore welfare contributions made by those 
in the higher brackets in substantial part came 
out of taxes and the balance out of retained 
income. Thus one could hardly conclude that 
the 1946 goal represented a severe drain on the 
capacity of American Jews to help their less 
fortunate coreligionists. This conclusion ap- 
pears justifiable even after taking cognizance 
of the fact that many individuals do not carry 
their share and others make up for such de 
ficiencies.

An Incongruous Picture 


T WOULD BE interesting to compare the 
number of persons who attend meetings 
and affairs of Jewish organizations with the 
number who express their allegiance to Juda- 
ism by attending synogogue services. 

The Jewish woman who attends an Hadassah 
donor luncheon or the man who is active in 
the B’nai B’rith is not to be criticized if that 
is the full extent of his Jewish ties, for on the 
other side is that great majority who have not 
even that much Jewish affiliation. 

Yet, there is something incongruous in such 
a picture. A man will go to a Zionist meeting 
or the American Council for Judaism but never 
give a second thought to his Friday night serv- 


ice. 

Certainly, Jewish organizations are to be 
blamed if they fail to emphasize synogogue at- 
tendance as a major project. If there is a mem- 
bership committee or a membership drive, then 
why omit a synogogue attendance committee, 
or a drive to persuade members to attend the 
services? 

Under any kind of logical analysis, synago- 
gue attendance must take precedence over al- 
most all the goals of any group. 

It might not be an untoward suggestion that 
our national organizations hold a joint meeting 
to discuss ways and means of directing their 
organized strength to aiding the synagogue. 


The Idea Of Informal Prayer 


N several cities now, downtown chapels for 
occasional prayer have been set up by the 
local rabbinical groups. 

The Associated Synagogues of Greater Bos- 
ton are the latest groups to open such a con- 
venient place of worship. Under the Boston 
plan, the chapel, although primarily for Jews, 
will be open to persons of all denominations. 
An adjoining Jewish reference library is also 
part of the set-up. , 

Between vesper and evening services, an- 


other Boston rabbi will address the congrega- 
tion. 

Although the chapel will probably be used 
most for memorial services, still it is not un- 
likely that it will be used by those in the 
shopping area who might want a few mo- 
ments of peace and relaxation. 

The idea of informal prayer.is not central 


in Judaism, but very likely will have to be ~

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DENIES ACCUSATIONS AGAINST 
HIS SAN FRANCISCO SYNAGOGUE 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

The writer of this article is the 
Rabbi of the Orthodox Syna- 
gogue-Center, Congregation 
Chevra Thilim, which was 
shocked by the article written in 
your periodical under the title 
“Communal Behavior in Cali- 
fornia Criticized by Rabbi Saul 
White,” Friday, November 29th, 
1946. 

Rabbi White not only pre- 
sented in his article of criticism 
statements which bear no truth 
whatsoever, but also resorted to 
such vulgar language that cries 
to high heaven as a disgrace to 
his profession. I would never be- 
lieve that jealousy could make a 
man stoop so low as to justify his 
evil actions by sending an article 
thousands of miles away from 
home slandering the men of his 
own profession and the people 
of his own community. 

May I ask: “Rabbi White, if 
you think your criticism has any 
truth in it, why didn’t you send 
your article to the Jewish Com- 
munity Bulletin of our own city 
which is also one of the outstand- 
ing Anglo-Jewish weeklies? Were 
you afraid that too many people 
in your own city would learn 
about your lies, your ‘vulgar’ 
language and your twisted 
thoughts?” 

I quote: “The climax was to be 
reached on the day of dedication. 
On that day, after a festive din- 
ner, the Cantor was to lead the 
Congregation in Mincha and 
Marriv, to be followed by a 
march of the Sefer Torahs, and 
then addresses to illumine the 
significance of the day.” 

It appears to me that you 
probably haven’t attended Min- 
cha-Maariv Services for a long, 
long time, for you apparently 
don’t know that services known 
as Mincha-Maariv are conducted 
first, while a dinner is served af- 
terwards. But the truth of the 
matter is, after all, and you know 
it because you were one of the 
Rabbis who were invited to at- 
tend our dedication exercises but 
your prejudice evidently made 
you the only Rabbi who did not 
participate in our program, that 
the dedication exercises were 
called for 2:00 p. m. and the din- 
ner was called for 8:00 p. m. 

I quote again: “The speakers 
who were to hallow the occasion 
were without exception Chris- 
tians in public life, a state sen- 
ator, the attorney general, a cru- 
sading liberal, not one Rabbi or 
Jewish lay leader was announced 
as a speaker.” 

Rabbi White, don’t you dese- 
erate your profession by stating 
such falsehood? Wasn’t the late 
Rabbi Saul Silver, the President 
of the Rabbinical Theological 
Seminary of Chicago, announced 
as one of our guect speakers?

Did not 
Rabbi Elliott Burstein, who was 
on his way to New York, send a 
telegram from the train greeting 
us upon our auspicious occasion? 
Did not many Rabbis of North- 
ern California participate in our 
dedication? Therefore, how can 
you justify such a vicious lie in 
writing “not one Rabbi or Jewish 
lay leader was announced as 
speaker?” 

Quoting again: “Cheap and of- 
fensive as this kind of Jewish be- 
havior be, what was most dis- 
tressing was the fact that in a 
community numbering 52,000 
Jews there was not one who was 
sufficiently offended at this vul- 
garism to write a letter to the 
Anglo-Jewish papers or to raise 
his voice at an organizational 
meeting against this chillul 
hashem.” 

Is there a greater chillul 
hashem in a Jewish community 
when a man who calls himself 
Rabbi and claims to be a spir- 
itual leader has the audacity to 
print an article which is not true 
in a periodical which is far from 
home, and hasn’t the nerve to 
print it in his own city, his own 
community? What do you call 
such action? I would call it a 
hillul hashem. 


As for your criticism about the 
Reform Congregation who pre- 
sented its own award to a great 
American and a great liberal, 
what right have you to interfere 
with the activities of another 
Congregation? I say it was a 
Kiddush hashem to present its 
award to a fighting liberal Amer- 
ican who fought for the cause of 
Israel so valiantly at a time 
when so many Reform Congrega- 
tions are against Zionism. This 
Reform Congregation by pre- 
senting its award to Bartley C. 
Crum has proved itself for Zion- 
ism, Perhaps you were motivated 
by jealousy again that you had 
no share in the celebration of 
this event ,that you were not in 
the pictures or in the news re- 
leases that were released relat- 
ing to that morning. 

Rabbi White, take my advice— 
instead of criticising the right 
actions of our Congregafions in 
our Jewish community, rather 
correct your own vulgar lan- 
guage and your own limited 
thoughts; cease to do evil and 
learn to do good.

CHICAGO RABBI REFUTES CHARGE

My years in the rabbinate con- 
vince me that the charge of com- 
mercialism in the synagogue al- 
most always comes from thase 
who contribute nothing towards 
the support of the synagogue. 
The people refuse to recognize 
that synagogues must have 
money to function, sordid though 
the thought may be. Rabbis, 
except in the larger congre- 
happen to be a bachelor.) 


Let me cite just one experience. 
A family of seven adult children, 
none of whom was affiliated with 
a synagog, and which had ex 
pended nearly $1,000 for a fu- 
neral, offered me $10. I wrote 
them that the fee was inade- 
quate. I was accused, naturally, 
of commercialism—but I received 
a secong check, which was turned 
over to the Temple. 


Those who are genuinely in- 
terested in the synagog and its 
welfare, who actively associate 
themselves with it, are the ones 
who recognize, for the mest part, 
the needs of the synagog. It is 
they who support the synagog, a 
rabbi, an office foree, ete., 365 
days a year so that the outsiders, 
who require ministration once or 
twice a year, may have it all at

a moment’s call. I have no sym- 
pathy for the latter. They de 
serve little consideration. 

Either the synagog deserves 
loyalty or it does not. If it does 
—support it. If it does not, then 
forget it. There is, logically, no 
middle road. The synageg will 
serve anyone who is unable to 
contribute to it. But to charge it 
with commercialism when a 
legitimate request is made is to 
be dishonest with oneself and unm 
fair to the more devout. 

I agree with Rabbi Feinberg’s 
(of Cincinnati) criticism of Dr. 
John Haynes Holmes’ sermon on 
“The Christian Debt to Judaism.” 
Despite Dr. Holmes’ well-deserved 
reputation for liberalism, he 
writes from a Christian peint of 
view, which is not always flatter- 
ing to Jews. 

One more thing. When doubt 
arises as to the Jewishness of an 
individual--Lilienthal, Ingrid 
Bergman, e.g.—why bether with 
them? When Jewish identity is 
so difficult to detect, I say, forget 
the whole matter. They’re no 
good to Judaism anyway.

On American Jewish Novels—And Their Portrayal Of The Scene 


By M. Z. FRANK 

WO novels translated from Yiddish, Sholem. 

Asch’s “Three Cities” and I. J. Singer’s “Broth- 
ers Ashkenazi,” have enjoyed wide popularity in this 
country. Both are of high literary craftsmanship; 
both deal with the complex and many phases of 
Jewish existence, and both try, as works of a 
higher order usually do, to discover the inner mean- 
ing of the life they depict. The background of the 
war and the Russian Revolution lend to these books 
a universal appeal. ’ 

Important as is the universal appeal of any book, 
that quality is not decisive. The Russian reader 
prefers “Tom Sawyer” to “Huckleberry Finn” be- 
cause the former can be appreciated without any 
knowledge of the idiom and the mentality of the 
people of Mississippi. On the other hand while 
the Russians always considered “War and Peace” as 
Tolstoy’s best novel, the English-reading public for 
a long time preferred “Anna Karenina” and “Resur- 
rection.” But the invasion of Russia by Hitler 
created an interest in the Napoleonic invasion and 
“War and Peace” became popular. “Dead Souls” 
and ‘The Inspector General” did not command a 
large audience in English until after the Russian 
Revolution. They are still appreciated to only a 
limited extent. To the continental European, Byron 
holds far greater appeal than Tennyson or even 
Keats or Shelley. 

IT IS FAR EASIER to render into English the 
cruder humor of Sholem Aleichem than the finer 
works which constitute his real greatness. On a 
higher intellectual plane the exquisite art of J. L. 
Peretz’ Yiddish and Hebrew stories can never have 
many readers in translation. This applies to most 
Hebrew and Yiddish classics. 

These difficulties are multiplied in the case of 
a work of fiction dealing with Jewish life in America. 
Here, producing a good novel is an even more seri- 
ous problem than making the public appreciate it. 

To a writer choosing his milieu in Eastern 
Europe, Jewish life appears as a pattern which he 
ean distinguish. The newer forms and types emerg- 
ing with the modernization of Jewish life could 
easily be related to the old ones established for 
eenturies, as mere modifications or deviations. 

Jewish literature, in the modern sense, has 
found its best expression so far in Hebrew and 
Yiddish works dealing with life in Eastern Europe 
of the generation preceding the first World War or 
immediately following it. 

But in a life which emerges in a totally new 
environment or after an abrupt break with the 
past, it is much more difficult to discern a pattern 
or to form a perspective. Furthermore, in any new 
society there is a sparsity of good talent directed 
towards writing, so much of it goes into the creat- 
ing of the new social forms. A glance at the his 
tory of American literature is enough to illustrate 
the point. 

JEWISH PALESTINE, DESPITE its unusually 
high degree of literary productivity, failed until 
very recently, to produce a good book dealing with 
the new life which has been shaping there along 
definitely laid-out plans. Certainly not a book which 
is the equal of the best works in Eastern Europe. 

And Jewish America is in many respects even 
less favorably situated for the purposes of a writer 
than Palestine. For one thing, no one, with the pos- 
sible exception of the Reconstructionists, has as yet 
been able to discover a durable pattern of Jewish 
life here. And yet, Jewish life in America does 
show some unmistakable signs of coherent unity 
and even of an emergent folk-life indigenous to the 
American soil. 

Few Jewish writers equipped by their ability to 
write fiction have the knowledge of the many dif- 
ferent elements which make up this almost in- 
ehoate mass of American Jewry, and just as few 
are possessed of the requisite sympathy and under- 
standing without which the writing of good fiction, 
even of highly critical fiction, is impossible. 

ABRAHAM CAHAN’S the “Rise of David Levin- 
sky,” written more than a generation ago, and 
Meyer Levin’s “The Old Bunch,” about a decade old, 
are among the rare examples of successful efforts 
in English to depict the Jewish scene in America 
adequately, sympathetically, without undue emphasis 
on the exotic, without apologizing, or moralizing and 
without condemning out-of-hand what the authors 
do not happen to understand. Cahan, in depicting 
the world of the needle trade and of the ruthless 
individual elbowing his way to the front in a raw, 
frontier community, and Meyer Levin, in portray- 
ing the group of boys and girls in Chicago who 
grew up together, were careful not to go out of 
their depth and to portray only that which they 
knew well. 

Such an isolation of one segment of Jewish life 
in America, without relation to the rest and with- 
out any attempt to infuse some interpretation, is 


unusual. Most writers would be unable to confine 
themselves to the children, without introducing the 
immigrant parents, whose world is so different and 
finds expression in a different language and in a 
different spiritual climate. It is certainly impossible 
to write a comprehensive novel of Jewish life -in 
this country without touching on such subjects as 
the adjustment of the immigrant, the remnants or 
American metamorphosis of the old customs, the 
attitude of the second and third generations to their 
immigrant antecedents, the clash between German 
Jews and Russian Jews, between the Russian-Jew- 
ish intellectual and the American environment, and 
a host of similar subjects requiring more than or- 
dinary knowledge and a sympathy for various 
groups within American Jewry, whose members are 
usually devoid of that attitude for one another. It 
is also hard to escape describing, if not advocating 
or deprecating, survival, assimilation, Zionism or 
other attitudes on the meaning and the future of 
American Jewry. To do that and remain objective 
and retain one’s artistic perspective is extremely 
difficult. . 

Few writers of Yiddish and Hebrew have been 
able to convey the inner world of the native Ameri- 
can Jew. Few Jewish writers in English have shown 
much knowledge and understanding in treating the 
Jewish world from which the native American has 
strayed so far. 

SYMPATHY AND UNDERSTANDING do not 
imply undue idealization or propaganda. Gogol in 
Russian, Balzac in French, Thackery in English— 
and to come nearer home—Sinclair Lewis in America 
did not write patriotic propaganda. They did not 
idealize their countries and peoples. But they knew 
them and, knowing them, loved them, though each 
in his own way and in varying degree, had some 
criticism to offer. But in some of the stories writ- 
ten by talented Jewish writers one hardly finds 
even the sympathy and, still less, the knowledge that 
Flaubert showed in treating the world of Emma 
Bovary. The “Potash and Prelmutter” type of book 
is no more good Jewish literature than Octavus Roy 
Cohen’s stories are good Negro literature or the 
Canadian Mounted Police and Rose-Marie stories 
are ,good Canadian literature. Easy panaceas 
whether of the party-line, clinical, anti-defamation 
or survival type do not make good literature, wheth- 
er or not the book wins a prize. 


“KENTUCKY,” AN EPIC IN YIDDISH verse by 
I. J. Schwartz, tells the story of the rise of a Jewish 
community in a small town in the South, from the 
day a poor young Litvack peddler knocked at the 
door of a farm-house to the day of his death as the 
head of a prosperous clan and a prosperous business 
under the Dixie skies he had grown to love. The 
portrayal is in general outline rather than in min- 
ute analysis. The author is particularly careful not 
to tread too boldly on ground of which he is not 
sure; the older generation is depicted in more detail 
than the younger one or the non-Jews. But the out- 
lines are always clear, the types are distinct, the 
atmosphere is conveyed with an unusual freshness 
and a comprehensive picture is presented of the 
changes undergone in the Jewish family as it grows 


into the American soil. 


HEBREW WRITERS ARE MORE KEENLY 
AWARE of the perspective of Jewish history than 
are Yiddish or Anglo-Jewish writers. In the case of 
most Hebrew writers in America this awareness 
fails to translate itself into vibrant writing in the 
portrayal of current life, but rather tends to take 
flight into the past or into remote subjects, or to 
degenerate into sheer rhetoric. The most notable 
exceptions in this regard are I. D. Berkowitz, who, 
during his sojourn in America between 1916 and 
1927, wrote a few stories portraying the perplexed 
immigrant, and Reuben Wallenrod, whose stories 
and novels deal with the already acclimated immi- 
grant and the ordinary American Jewish boy and 
girl. Wallenrod is unique among Hebrew writers in 
this country for his knack of feeling the pulse of 
the ordinary, undistinguished American Jew. 

SIMON HALKIN’S RECENT NOVEL, “Towards 
a Crisis” (Ad Mashber), published by the Am Oved 
publishing house established by the Histadrut in 
Tel-Aviv, is the most ambitious effort known to this 
writer to interpret Jewish life in America through 
fiction. The book is the first one of a trilogy of which 
the remaining two are by now completed by the 
author. So far it is the most important novel deal- 
ing with Jewish life in America in its full scope. 

Halkin’s novel is complex and involved, entirely 
Proustian. Halkin deals only with unusual people, 
with individuals whose intellectual and emotional 
energies and inner conficts are far above the aver- 
age., Most of his characters are actual or potential 
leaders, in one field or another. Halkin’s characters 
are all complex, suffering from some duality in their 
make-up, in their personal lives or in their ideals. 


Some of the feelings, sensations and thoughts’ de- 
picted by Halkin with painstaking minute accuracy 
are simply beyond the experience of the average 
reader. 

The average reader will also find it difficult to 
keep up with the erudition in Jewish and worldly 
fore the book almost takes for granted, and with 
the extremely rich, poetic and meticulously precise 
vocabulary of the book. These observations apply 
equally to the Hebrew reader and to the reader of 
an imaginary translation into English.

IN SIMON HALKIN’S NOVEL we finally find 
Jewish life in America viewed from the vantage 
point of a writer thoroughly steeped in Jewish cul- 
ture and Jewish history. “Ad Mashber” is the most 
ambitious attempt so far made in any book pro- 
duced by a writer whose qualificaitons are unusual. 
And it deals with unusal people, with individuals 
in whom the forces operating in American Jewish 
life—as the author sees them—appear in great meas- 
ures and in highly concentrated forms. 

Although the author does not say so anywhere 
in the book, the reader familiar with America will 
think of Professor Reuben G. Foller, the key figure. 
as a pillar in the Reconstructionist movement and 
a professor at the Jewish Theological Seminary. He 
is disabused of the latter notion when on finding out 
later in the chapter that Foller is a professor at a 
university. Lazar Loskin, as the reader will presently 
find out, is the president of the congregation in 
which Professor Foller is the rabbi. 

ON SECOND READING of the book, when the 
personality of Lazar Loskin and his relationship 
with the professor are known to the reader, the 
picture presented in the opening sentences is clearer 
and the pleasure is greater. The book, on the whole, 
makes easier second reading than first. 

Erudition is only one aspect of the unusual quali- 
fication Halkin possesses for comprehensive treat- 
ment of American Jewish life. He knows the older 
scholar of the Professor Foller type or the Loskin 
type and he knows the younger people who attend 
universities and radical meetings and night clubs in 
Greenwich Village and parties where art and the 
social order are discussed. It cannot be gathered 
from his writings that he knows the common peo- 
ple of every stratum of American Jewish society. But 
he certainly knows the leaders of every important 
section. Moreover, he sees Jewish life in America, as 
one whole, and he shows us how one segment dove- 
tails into another and how one generation is linked 
with another. 

The younger folks—young Loskin and his friend 
Leon Axt, Foller’s young step-daughter—have lived 
a life totally different from their parents. They have 
never known the intense struggle of an immigrant 
in his effort to make a living and to adjust himself 
pSychologically to his new environment. But they 
crave conficts—so much unlike their elders who 
crave mental serenity. They find their parents’ world 
too staid. Young Loskin finds his conflicts in the 
class struggle and enjoys being expelled from the 
university for his political activities (to be re-in- 
stated through the good offices of Professor Foller). 
Foller’s step-daughter invents dramatic emotional 
situations to satisfy her yearning for disharmony. 

The book describes Jewish life in New York in 
the late twenties, during the height of economic 
prosperity. There is a general feeling in the book of 
an oncoming crisis—of a spiritual crisis. 

The book does not contain any “message.” But, as 
far as one can read any ideas into the portrayal 
of life it contains, the portrayal is given in a mood of 
skepticism about the basic soundness of that life. 
It is not a picture of decay as a Proust. At worst, the 
characters are maladjusted neurotics, and nearly all 
of them are possessed of tremendous vitality and 
possibilities. But they seem to lack roots. The few 
Gentiles in the novel, even when they play around 
with new-fangled ideas, do have roots. The Jews 
haven’t. Foller and Loskin think they have. 

NEVERTHELESS, THERE ARE A FEW sunny 
passages in the book from which is absent any sense 
of foreboding. Such are the chapters on the New 
York East Side where Lazar Loskin spent his youth; 
the description of the countryside in Montana where 
Loskin once went out to become a farmer; the sum- 
mer resort where Foller used to go out as a student; 
and, above all, the panegyric to New York and its 
Jews, which is one of the best samples of Hebrew 
prose.

HE proceedings at the Zionist Congress will doubtless com- 
mand considerable space in the general as well as in the

There are certain 
key factors to the situation, and it might be in place to indicate 


' what these are, that the observer from afar may better understand 


the trend of events at Basle. 

The problem of the leadership of the movement, while involved 
in personality conflicts, has far deeper implications. The four pos- 
sible solutions to the problem are, the election as World Zionist 
President of Dr. Weizmann, Mr. Ben-Gurion or Dr. Silver—or the 
establishment of a triumvirate (possibly a dumvirate) to head the 
organization for the next two years. 


a 


SUPPORTING BEN GURION, of course, will be the powerful 
labor elements of the movement, and their combined votes are close 
to, but not quite a majority. The boom for Dr. Silver has been 
started, quite interestingly, not by his American supporters, but by 
the General Ziqnists of South Africa, and by the more militant 
delegates from Palestine. Dr. Weizmann, for all his failures and 
inadequacies, is still a power to be reckoned with, and the talk 
about his desire to retire is so much nonsense. 

Perhaps the answer will be found in the attitude of the Hadassah 
delegation, which is prepared to vote for any candidate or combina- 
tion of candidates except Dr. Silver. At the moment it appears that 
Weizmann, whose campaign is being conducted by the wily Meyer 
Weisgal and Nahum Goldman, will hold on to his position. The only 
concession to the Silver forces will be the addition of one or more 
Americans to the present composition of the Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive. 


THE ELECTION of the President cannot be disassociated from 
the major political issue confronting the Congress—the partition 
of Palestine. As in 1937, however, the question will not be put so 
bluntly, and the crucial votes will not be taken on the basis of pro 
or con partition. Rather will the immediate issue be that of Zionist 
participation in the London Conference when it reconvenes in Jan- 
uary, and the terms of such participation. The opponents of parti- 
tion will insist that maximum Jewish demands be made the basis 
for discussion, and that we do not enter the conference under con- 
ditions in which we have yielded up our bargaining ground in ad- 
vance. 

Their point will be well taken—-but it is too late. The concession 
has already been made, and the Zionist Congress will authorize 
participation in the Conference, either on the terms of “a viable 
Jewish state in an adequate area of Palestine’—-or LESS THAN 
THAT. 

Announcement last week that the United States government 
would send observers to the conference if the Jews and the Arabs 
were present, will seal Zionist determination to take part—at any 
cost. This will constitute a terrific letdown for proponents of a Jew- 
ish state in an “undivided and undiminished” Palestine, but it has 
been an inexorable lesson of history that the path of. compromise, 
once entered upon, spirals steadily downward, and a courageous 
halt to the policy of appeasement becomes increasingly more diffi- 


cult. To the concessions already made, and to be added to at the 


Congress, look for STILL MORE at London in January. 


THESE FACTS/are not unknown to the Zionist delegates at 
Basle, and they will hear them eloquently and cogently repeated by 
Dr. Silver, by members of the Mizrachi, the Revisionists, and even 
by certain militant elements of Palestine labor, but the telling argu- 
ment will be this tragic fact: that the decimation of European Jewry 
has postponed for a long time, if not made impossible, the time 
when the Jews can ever become a majority in all of Palestine. 
Without such a majority a Jewish state can not exist. 

No doubt memories will be short, for Scores of the delegates 
wha, will blame Hitler for the mufder of six million Jews, will con- 
veniently forget that IT WAS THEY who twenty-five years ago 
mercilessly flayed and castigated Max Nordau when he dared’ advo- 
cate immediate mass migration of a million or more Jews to Pales- 
tine, both to establish the needed Jewish majority, and to save the 
lives of those who, he knew, were living on borrowed time. Today 
we are reaching the lower depths of that spiral begun in 1920. 

There will be speeches and controversy and appeals and pub- 
licity and wrangling at the Congress. There will be display of all 
the emotions, including self-pity, but the Congress will be unable 


_ to shake itself loose from the trend to which the appeasement policy 


of a quarter of a century has so strongly committed the movement. 


And a month hence, when our representatives face the British 
across the conference table, we shall learn what new concessions 
We are asked to make in the interests of reasonableness and modera- 
tion.

IRTH of Sir John Simon. As 
the well known English 
‘sergeant-at-arms and _ political 
leader he worked for Jewish 
emancipation. A native of Ja- 
macia, he was sent to England 
for his schooling. He also 
DEC. 9, took up the study of He- 
1818 brew by himself with 
the view of becoming a 
rabbi, his object being to initiate 
a religious reform movement. 
His father objected to his plans 
and he took up law. Simon was 
the first Jew to practice at the 
common-law bar; Sir Francis 
xoldsmith, who had _ preceded 
him, having practiced at the 
chancery bar. Before the Eng- 
lish parliament was open to Jews, 
Simon stood in the first rank of 
those who fought for their civil 
and political emancipation. That 
battle won, he avowed himself of 
every opportunity to vindicate 
the cause of stricken Jewry all 
over the world. When elected to 
Parliament in Nov., 1868, he had 
not a single Jewish elector in his 
constituency, but he was regard- 
ed as “the member for Jewry.” 
In the House of Commons from 
which he retired in 1888, due to 
failing health, Simon exercised 
considerable influence. He was 
knighted in 1886. Sir John was 
one of the founders of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association in 1871 to co- 
operate with the Alliance Israel- 
ite Universelle of Paris. He was 
identified with the Reform Syn- 
agogue of London from its in- 
ception in 1842.

IRST Mention of Jews of Ger- 
many. The date of the first 
settlement of Jews in the regions 
called by the Romans “Germania 
Superior,” “Germania Inferior” 
and “Germania Magna.” How- 
ever, the first authentic 
DEC. 11, document relating to a 
321 large and_ well-organ- 
ized Jewish community 
in these regions ,dates from Dec. 
11, 321. The document issued by 
the Emperor Constantine, refer- 
ring to Cologne on the Rhine and 
indicated that the legal status of 
the Jews there was the same as 
everywhere in the Roman em- 
pire. It made obligatory upon the 
Jews of Germania to be liable to 
fill the expensive and onerous 
municipal offices, exemption 
from which was counted a privi- 
lege. These laws are of peculiar 
importance as the first specific 
mention of Jews living in Ger- 
many. It thus is proven that as 
early as the fourth century there 
were already regularly’ estab- 

lished Jewish communities.
